Say Smoking 
Cause of

cause of death from a number of 
diseases besides lung cancer. 


The committee

inquiries into smoking. Some of 
their conclusions leaked out sev- 
eral weeks ago. But the full 70- 
page report was not made public 
until today.

Russia Plans 
Overhaul of 
Farm Program 


By PRESTON GROVER 


MOSCOW (AP)-Premier Khru- 


shchev has called for a sweeping 
overhaul of the Soviet Union's ag- 
ricultural system to provide more 
meat and other food "for the ex- 
panding Soviet population. 
Poor management of the Soviets' 
collective farms has "seriously 
jeopardized" the country's agri- 
cultural 
program, 
Khrushchev 


warned in a six-hour speech Monr 
day before the opening session of 
a Communist party Central Com- 
mittee meeting called to approve 
new agricultural pl'anS., 


To cope with the mounting food 


shortage, Khrushchev proposed: 


1. Planting vast areas of grass 


land in grain, despite objections 
from 
some 
agriculture experts 


that this departure from the tra- 
ditional crop rotation system will 
result ultimately in less produc- 
tion. 


2. Doubling production of farm 


machinery and encouraging the 
farmers to make better use of it. 


3. 
Increasing 
production of 


chemical .fertilizers now in critf- 
callyi short supply. 


4. Increasing the farm labor 


force with city youths, including 
girls. 


The premier warned that the 


Soviet population, now at 200 mil- 
lion, will reach between 250 and 
280 million in the near future. 


Failure to increase farm pro- 


duction accordingly will "confront 
the country with great difficulties 
and the cause of building com- 
munism will be seriously dam- 
aged," Khrushchev declared. 


The Soviet premier noted com- 


plaints from .various cities that 
there is little meat or butter for 
sate in shops. 


"The fact is that we simply do 


not have enough meat," he said. 


Khrushchev proposed setting up 


a new government agency to in- 
vestigate thoroughly the needs of 
collective.and state farms and di- 
rect the individual development of 
each farm. 


The .premier warned, however, 


that despite the need for a stepup 
in agricultural production, indus- 
try should not be neglected.- Short- 
ages In fertilizer and farm ma- 
chinery are partly due to the fact 
that so : much .Soviet capital has 
been funneled into heavy industry 
in a bid to surpass U. S. industrial 
might.
